Four Air Force men 
aboard were rescued, but two were 
missing and presumed dead. 
The crash site was about eight 
miles downstream from where a 
transport ditched Dec. 22, 1954. 
with a loss of IO lives. Nine of the 
dead were holiday-bound service­ 
men. That plane also ran out of 
fuel. 
Inadequate Fuel Supply 
The Air Force launched an im­ 
mediate investigation to learn why 
the bomber, en route from Las 
Vegas, Nev., to Washington, D. C.t 
apparently left Selfridge Air Force 
Base, Mich, its last stop before 
crashing, with an inadequate fuel 
supply.

The entry of Senator William 
Knowland’s name in the April IO 
Illinois Republican primary gives 
the GOP presidential campaign IU 
first competitive look. 
President 
Eisenhower’s name already is in 
this race, and evidently neither he 
nor Knowland intends to withdraw. 
This is also the first development 
on the Republican side which has 
not come within the control of the 
party’s Eisenhower forces. 
Up to 
now they have managed to keep a 
tight rein. 
The effect has been to delay or 
dissuade some possible candidates 
from getting into action. 
Filing 
deadlines for several 
primaries 
have gone by. 
During this long 
period of indecision respecting the 
President’s intentions toward a sec­ 
ond term, friends of Knowland 
have indicated more than once that 
the senator was growing impatient. 
*. 
* 
* 
Recently, however, Mr. Eisen­ 
hower himself invited others in his 
party to step in, at the very mo­ 
ment he was making it plain he 
had no objection to the entry of 
his name in certain primaries. Per­ 
haps this was all the Knowland 
forces needed to justify their break­ 
ing the barrier. 
Anyway, Knowland is in. 
He 
can still get out quickly if Mr. 
Eisenhower should say he will run 
again. 
But by getting in now he 
serves notice to his party and the 
voters that if the President retires 
bis own candidacy is a serious one. 
Whatever the plans of the Eis­ 
enhower leaders in the party, 
Knowland’s entry must surely have 
the effect of taking their thinking 
out of the casual stage. 
If they 
•have their minds set on a particu­ 
lar replacement for the President 
—if it comes to that—then they 
see now that specific maneuvers 
in his behalf must be speedily 
shaped. 
* * * 
Should key Eisenhower then have 
instead merely a list of potential! 
candidates to substitute for the 
President, then this development 
.should induce them to narrow their 
choice in preparation for a contest. 
No one can say at this time how 
much strength may rally around 
Knowland if Mr. Eisenhower rules 
out a second term and the lists are 
open. He already has a strong ap­ 
peal to the party’s more conserva­ 
tive elements. 
Whether this is 
enough to enable him to take the 
nomination, or even make a real 
fight of it, is not yet apparent. 
But this event in Illinois is a 
message to many in the party that 
there are at least some element1; 
in its ranks which will resist the 
idea of handing the nomination to 
anybody on a platter. 
Anybody, 
that is, except Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er.

When it comes to gas-oil mat­ 
ters, however, there have been 
flagrant abuses of Rule 12. Simul­ 
taneously, senators have piously 
investigated conflicts of interest in 
the executive branch of govern­ 
ment and demanded the resigna­ 
tion of Harold Talbott as Air Force 
secretary because he had a busi­ 
ness interest which conflicted with 
; his job in the government. 
I 
Yet some of them have done ex­ 
actly what Talbott did. 
One of the most flagrant abus­ 
ers of Senate Rule 12 is Sen. Bob 
Kerr, likable, able, Bible-pound- 
ing 
Solon 
from 
Oklahoma who 
owns $100,000,000 in proven gas-oil 
reserves, yet who maneuvered the 
first natural gas bill through Con­ 
gress only to have it vetoed by 
Truman. 
KERR’S CONFLICT 
Senator Kerr and his partner in 
Kerr-McGee Oil Industries official­ 
ly reported a 1949 gross income of 
$14,930,150, with a net income of 
$1,218,628. In 1948 their gross in­ 
come was $12,538,058, on which 
was paid a tax of only $25,053 — 
due to tile generous oil-gas deple­ 
tion 
benefits 
given 
the oil-gas 
companies under the federal tax 
laws. 
Kerr’s company has had at least 
four contracts to sell natural gas 
in interstate commerce, and thus 
will immediately benefit from the 
law now being voted in Congress. 
One is with Texas Gas Transmis­ 
sion company, one with Southern 
Natural Gas, one with Trunkline 
Gas Supply, and one with El Paso 
Natural Gas. 
These records are all on file 
with the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion. 
Yet the senator from Okla­ 
homa 
brazenly pushed the first 
natural gas act and voted for it. 
Iff did not step aside under Rule 
12. 
Significantly Senator Kerr and 
his company are one of the biggest 
suppliers of natural gas to Phil­ 
lips I’et role urn. 
He was also the 
redolent of quite a windfall from 
Phillips when the company as­ 
signed IOO square miles of proven 
gas reserves to Kerr’s 
Tascose 
Gas company, in December 1949, 
for drilling. 
The date could have been sig­ 
nificant. For this was just as the 
senator was readying the Kerr 
natural gas bill for passage by the 
Senate. 
Kerr’s profits from 
this wind­ 
fall were estimated at between 
$1,297,000 and $2,152,000, an esti­ 
mate made by Phillips Vice Presi­ 
dent K. E. Beall, who vigorously 
objected to letting this gas-land 
bonanza fall into the senator’s lap. 
During the current Senate de­ 
bate on natural gas, the genial 
Bob Kerr is lying low. His activ­ 
in hurt too much during the 1950 
debate, and astute Sen. Lyndon 
Johnson, seal mastermind behind 
the present bill, advised Kerr to 
slav in the background. 
However, Senate Rule 12 still ap­ 
plies, and it will be hichlv inter­ 
est] rn? to see whether Kerr invokes 
and refrains from voting, lf he 
doesn’t, it’s highly unlikely that 
nnv senator will challenge him. 
For the Senate has the power to in­ 
vestigate almost anyone under the 
sun, 
including the New York 
Times. But ifs the unwritten rule 
that it never Investigates itself. 
OTHER SENATORS 
Though Bob Kerr is the out­ 


standing oilman in the Senate, 
there are others who hold pil-gas 
stocks and oil-gas lands. 
One of these is Sen. 
Russell 
Long of Louisiana, who with his 
family owns part of the Win-Or- 
Lose Oil company in Louisiana. 
Senator Long once informed me 
that an estimate of $25,000 for one 
share of stock in this company 
was not far out of line. 
Senator Long has stood up braz­ 
enly on the Senate floor and help­ 
ed lead the debate for the natural 
gas bill. He has been unabashed 
in championing his own private 
pocketbook interest and ifs highly 
unlikely that he will voluntarily 
invoke Rule 12. 
Nor is it likely, so-called Senate 
courtesy being what it is, that any 
other senator will challenge him. 
Another senator who owns oil- 
gas property is Ellender of Louisi­ 
ana, while both Senators Daniel 
and Johnson of Texas have re­ 
ceived heavy contributions from 
oil-gas interests. So much money 
was volunteered for Senator Daniel 
by the gas-oif interests in advance 
that Sen. Tom 
Connally, 
a con­ 
scientious public servant who fre­ 
quently bucked the oil-gas boys, 
bowed out of the race. 
Lyndon Johnson’s biggest money 
backer during his political career 
has been George Brown and mem­ 
bers of the Brown and Root firm. 
It was at the home of George 
Brown, himself the head of a big 
gas pipeline company, that Lyn­ 
don was stricken with his hefirt 
attack. 
Lyndon has done favors 
for 
this company 
which would 
amaze the nation. 
SENATE ETHICS 
In the old days of Sens. George 
Norris, 
Bob 
LaFollette, 
Hugo 
Black and Warren Austin, one or 
more of these Senate 
stalwarts 
might have risen up to challenge 
the voting privilege of a colleague 
who had a pecuniary interest in 
the bill. 
But today that isn’t likely to 
happen. The precedent of the Nix­ 
on private-expense fund, with its 
patent conflict of interest, and the 
tendency to vote for the interests 
that put up the money to elect a 
senator, is firmly rooted with a 
large group of senators. 
Other 
senators would like to stand up for 
so-called Senate ethics but don’t 
like to buck the leadership. 
It 
isn’t popular. 
It also makes life 
difficult when committee 
assign­ 
ments are being passed around. 
So the real loser in the voting on 
the natural gas bill, if Senate Rule 
12 is not invoked, will be the 
American democratic system. For 
the American public will know 
what the score is and will think 
less of the men it sends to Wash­ 
ington—which is not a happy state 
of affairs in a day when we are 
fighting to preserve the American 
form of government. 
Note I—One senator who has 
no pecuniary interest in the natur­ 
al gas bill but is having a struggle 
with himself is Sen. Dennis Chav­ 
ez, 
Democrat of New 
H®*ieo. 
Chavez has spent most of his ca­ 
reer championing tile 
housewife, 
labor groups and the little fellow. 
Recently he’s being pressured by 
the oersuasivq leadership of Tex­ 
as’ Lyndon Johnson and some of 
the big gas-oil interests. 
Note 2—The gas-oil senators are 
so confident of victory that they 
have dropped word to certain Sen­ 
ate colleagues up for re-election 
this‘year that they don’t need their 
vote—among them Butler of Mary­ 
land, who comes from a gas-con­ 
suming 
state, 
and 
George 
of 
Georgia. The gas senators figure 
they can get by without jeopar­ 
dizing the re-election chances of 
certain friends.
